A contest for the design of the New Hampshire 
quarter was aruiounced in the last Nonagon, A 
copy of that announcement may be obtained from 
Robert Fritsch, Box 3003, Nashua, N. H. 03061- 

Tlie following design parameters have been 
announced: Legislation: Public Law 105-124 
provides for designs to be submitted in accordance 
with the design selection and approval process 
developed by the Treasmy Secretary in the sole 
discretion of the Secretary. The law further required 
that because it is important that tlie Nation's coinage 
and currency bear dignified designs, of which tlie 
citizens of the United States can be proud, the 
Secretary shall not select any frivolous or inaprop- 
liate design, and no head and shoulders portrait or 
bust of any person, hving or dead, and no portrait 
of of a living person may be included in the design.

Those eccentric few who collect pinbacks , ribbons and celluloid novelties from New 
Hampshire will certainly confess that they have pondered the origin of their treasures. 

They have daydreamed once or twice about the days when roads were dominated by horse 
and carriage and various civic, fraternal and political causes were proudly proclaimed on 
the lapel or bodice of everyday people. This public interest in wearable commemoratives 
led to the rise of the novelty manufacturing industry in the post Civil War era and 
continued until World War I. Names such as Whitehead and Hoag of Newark, NJ; 

Schwaab and Son of Milwaukee, WI; and Bastion Bros, of Rochester, NY are synonymous 
with a wide range of novelty and souvenir items. However little is known about New 
Hampshire producers such as the Ehrman Manufacturing Co. of Milford, NH and J.P. 

Kelley, Book and Job Printer of Concord, NH.. This article will detail the Ehrman 

Manufacturing Co.. J.P. Kelley and Emile E. Marquis of Nashua, NH will be covered in 

the next NONAGON. ,%> 

In 1906, the Ehrman Manufacturing Co. of Boston, MA, seeking to expand its markets, 
assumed a space in Milford, NH previously occupied by the Blackie Manufacturing Co.. 

Ehrman Manufacturing had found a niche in producing celluloid novelties such as political 
buttons and trade emblems. The town of Milford granted a tax exemption (early 
community development?) and Ehrman remodeled the existing building and added a 
structure for machinery. The factory employed seventy-four persons (mostly women) at its 
peak, but it is recorded that as many as four hundred other women did piece work such as 
stitching and gluing in their homes. 

Due to financial difficulties, the company was placed in receivership in 1908. A 
syndicate pnrchased the factory in 1909 for $25, 800 and resumed the production of 
pinback buttons and lapel pins. For a short time in 1912 a branch was established in 
Nashua, but the following year the work shifted back to Milford. A massive order placed 
by a large tobacco company resulted in a daily production of 450,000 items in 1912. The 
company closed the Milford operation in November 1916 and moved to Malden, MA. The 
Ehrman Manufacturing Co. continued production of novelties until its bankruptcy in 1920.
